AN INAPIRED FDITORIAL,

begin to realize what! they have done.; Thoy
don't communicate his actusl condition, They
retain many incidents that would put a
differont  light on  the  situation
Some times people go into his room and
talk to him and he nover hears them. He
looks at ona who speaks to him at times with
an noconscioun stare, and ocloses his eyes,
without uttering s word, for houra he will set
in his chair withoutanylng a word, He talks
to himself constantly, his talk is generally
about war, almost every battle he has direcved
having referred to while he lau heenina
pami-delirious atate. He calls his ataff around
him just ns if it were twenty years ngo. His
work on  the wer  has  probably
bronght these incidents to mind and keeps
his thoughts, In short, the general iain n
bad way, and when it is said he is comfort-
ahle it i trueonly n a very limited rense.
On the other hand, a gentleman who had not
previously seen the generalin his sickness,
was admitted to the sick room while Senor
HRomero and Sonator Chaffee wers there,
“Haviog goue to the house,” he said, "in ex-
pectation of finding Gen Grant in eztreme
weakness, I was sarprited to see him little
changed in the face, and seemingl uits
strong. He talked without special effort,

ntor Chaffes, who passed it to the general,
The general raised it to his mouth without &
sign of weakness, For all that I could see he
enjoyed it, He ia far from beiog adyiog
man, if I am any judge.
